Worst mass shooting ever in Texas; victims’ ages 5 to 72

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, Texas — A 
man dressed in black tactical-style gear 
and armed with an assault rifle opened 
fire inside a church in a small South 
Texas community Sunday, killing 26 
people and wounding about 20 in what 
the governor called the deadliest mass 
shooting in the state’s history. The dead 
ranged in age from 5 to 72. 

Authorities didn’t identify the attacker 
during a news conference Sunday night, 
but two other officials identified him as 
Devin Kelley. 

One of those two officials said Kel- 
ley lived in a San Antonio suburb and 
didn’t appear to be linked to organized 
terrorist groups. Investigators were 
looking at social media posts Kelley 
made in the days before Sunday’s 
attack, including one that appeared to 
show an AR-15 semiautomatic weapon. 

An Air Force spokeswoman said 
Sunday night that Devin P. Kelley had 
received a bad-conduct discharge from 
the Air Force for allegedly assaulting his 
spouse and child and was sentenced to 
12 months of confinement after a 2012 
court-martial. Kelley served in logis- 
tics readiness at Holloman Air Force 
Base in New Mexico from 2010 until his 
discharge, spokeswoman Ann Stefanek 
said. 

At the news conference, the attacker 


was described only as a white man in 
his 20s who was wearing black tactical 
gear and a ballistic vest when he pulled 
into a gas station across from the First 
Baptist Church around 11:20 a.m. 

The gunman crossed the street and 
started firing a Ruger AR rifle at the 
church, said Freeman Martin, a region-

al director of the Texas Department of 
Safety, then continued firing after en- 
tering the white wood-frame building, 
where an 11 a.m. service was scheduled.

As his car engine turned over ear- 
ly Sunday, James Marrs took a deep 
breath and tapped the start button on 
his iPhone’s GPS. Seeking closure, the 
38-year-old California resident was 
returning to Las Vegas for the first time 
since the Oct. 1 country music festival 
shooting. 

Marrs had been driving for about two 
hours when the news alert flashed on 
his phone screen: “Deadly shooting at 
Texas church.” 

Just 35 days after the deadliest mass 
shooting in recent U.S. history, another 


gunman opened fire on an unsuspect- 
ing small-town congregation during 
Sunday morning worship, again rocking 
a nation still in mourning. The shoot- 
ing inside the First Baptist Church of 
Sutherland Springs, about 35 miles 
outside of San Antonio, left at least 26 
people dead and dozens more injured, 
authorities said. 

Hours after the first reports of gunfire 
out of South Texas, the sun, sitting close 
to the horizon, shined on the Las Vegas 
Community Healing Garden. Marrs 
stood in front of the remembrance wall, 
erected in downtown Las Vegas days after
